Folks Befriend Wild Parrot in Rochester

Some residents along a stretch of Neck Road in 
Rochester have experienced a strange sighting at their 
bird feeders lately. An unlikely patron of the winter buffet 
of various birdseeds throughout the neighborhood, one 
could say. 

No one knows from where it came, why it is here, 
and how come it has not succumbed to the cold New 
England winter climate, but, nonetheless, he (or she, for 
that matter) has become a full-fledged feathered friend to 
Rochester resident Jane Wrightington. 

''We just can't believe he's still here!" said 
Wrightington during a phone interview.

out her window and spotted the odd ornithological object 
perched in a tree off the deck. 

"Jane, look at that hawk up there, he's just sitting 
there," her husband said to her back in early December.

Wrightington said. "No. It can't be a parrot," she said, 
hearing herself and second-guessing.

"I tried to coax him down, tried to talk to him, 
and he flew from one tree to the next," Wrightington 
said. "You would think in that cold weather he would 
be interested in people, especially if he were a pet of 
someone's." 

But the parrot wasn't having it. 

No, the newcomer was just fine feeding from 
the birdfeeder and bathing in the Wrightingtons' heated 
birdbath, even on freezing 5-degree mornings when 
Wrightington wondered how on Earth this tropical bird 
was surviving under these weather conditions. 

Through rain, sleet, and snow, the bird could be 
seen, bathing and eating like it was on winter holiday in 
Rochester of all places. 

Wrightington did a little research and she thinks 
she has identified the parrot as an Eastern rosella, a bird 
native to Australia.

as ''Rico." 

"He's not interested in being caught at all," she 
said.

Wrightington would watch 
for Rico and, if a couple 
of days should pass, she 
would grow concerned.

She contacted a local veterinarian who said, 
"There's no way that bird is going to survive out there."

"I don't know whether somebody just let him 
out," said Wrightington, "but if they did, he had to have 
been gradually acclimated to the weather. He couldn't 
have escaped the winter without freezing to death."

little boy, all I wanted you to do was eat something. Your 
frequent, nearly monthly, bouts with ear infections, sore 
throats, head colds, stomach bugs, and everything else 
that was making its way around the classroom, made 
feeding you difficult.

from her Wizard of Oz-like bag of props. Next were 
colorful ribbons to sweep and swirl, plastic hoops to lift 
and lower, and even a multi-colored parachute to billow 
and shake. Some of the children were a bit reticent at first, 
but Miss Lisa got them up and moving in no time with 
her enthusiasm and energy. 

This is the first year the library has had Kelly 
come to their event. 

Librarians ''network," Fuller explained, and 
another librarian had recommended Kelly to her. "I've 
never had her, so I'm happy [with] how it's going," she 
said, watching the children crowd around Miss Lisa. 

A second SongShine Music session, for ages 4 
through 8, followed at 11:30 am. 

For all of the kid-centric activities, TYCTTLD is 
actually more about getting parents to come to the library, 
said Library Director Gail Roberts. 

"It's a family fun day, to show what the library 
has for the entire family," Roberts said. "Families think 
the library is just for the kids, and when the kids stop 
coming, they stop coming." 

Members of the Friends of the Library, Library 
Trustees, the Library Book Clubs and the library staff were 
on hand to greet and talk with families. 

Members of the Junior Friends of the Library sat 
by the door to greet families as they entered. 

A table was set up to show the wealth of online 
services the library offers, like OverDrive, which "allows 
you to download free ebooks and audio books and in 
some cases videos," Roberts said. 

OverDrive and NoveList, which recommends 
your next book to read, are offered by all the libraries in 
the SAILS network, while other "in house" services are 
purchased by individual libraries. 

For example. Plumb Library offers freegal, which 
allows you to download music to keep, and zinio, which 
allows you to download magazines, also to keep. 

Universal Class offers over 500 free online, 
noncredit, continuing education classes. "I'm always 
amazed at how many classes they offer," Roberts said. 
"You're working with a real person, emailing back and 
forth. You get a certificate at the end, and teachers get 
professional points for taking these classes." 

Transparent Language offers free language classes 
in over 100 languages, from Afrikaans to Zulu. Unlike 
Universal Class, which runs for a set number of weeks. 
Transparent Language allows you to learn at your own 
pace by downloading the app to your phone or other 
device. 

The Tumble Book Library offers online books for 
children from preschool to grade 5, Roberts said. "It's 
good for children learning to read." 

And the list continues. 

TYCTTLD was started in 2012 by librarians in 
Connecticut to promote "community awareness about 
the importance of the library in the life of a child, and . . . 
library services and programs for children and families,"

So far since last year, the committee has only 
raised $13,000, far from the $50,000 goal needed by the 
May 15 deadline. Hemphill said what the town really 
needs are volunteers to step up and assist the committee 
with some new ideas for fundraising events that will 
draw in the crowds. 

''We used to host big parties, which was great, 
and people helped, which is fantastic," said Hemphill, 
"But now we need as many new people as possible with

new ideas to give it a shot. It's worth a shot." 

At this time, there are no fundraising events 
planned for this year to raise money for the fireworks. 

"You kind of feel like you're doing the same events 
over and over every year," said Hemphill. "Maybe if there's 
people that are thinking about volunteering but can't 
commit now, maybe they can start fundraising this summer 
for next year's fireworks."

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under advisement a $1.2 million town hall annex project 
proposed by the Town Hall Annex Study Committee on 
February 6 as a more palatable option to both selectmen 
and tax payers. 

But don't expect to hear a whole lot of discussion 
over the next few months, as the selectmen have already 
decided that the matter will not appear on the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant this year, and annex committee 
member Arnold Johnson has stated that the annex 
committee will likely not meet for some time to come as 
the selectmen consider the option. 

Annex committee Chairman Richard Cutler said, 
after the Special Town Meeting when voters turned down 
an article for $20,000 to fund an onus project manager, 
he approached the Finance Committee to ascertain 
what amount the committee would support for a new 
construction. 

"We went back and forth, and the Finance 
Committee basically said they could support ... $1.2 
million and it would have no impact on the tax base in 
Rochester," Cutler said. 

That amount, said Cutler, would allow for a town 
annex slightly larger than the one the Town currently 
rents over at the Women's Club, with an additional 
conference room, at $400 per square foot. 

Having said that, the committee will not be able 
to provide anything concrete in terms of figures until 
Town Meeting approves the funding for the onus project 
manager. 

The $1.2 million includes all hard and soft costs, 
as was reiterated throughout the evening as residents and 
selectmen alike asked questions about possible hidden 
costs. 

Finance Committee Chairman Christian 
Stoltenberg said retirement of debt in the upcoming 
years would allow for a $1.2 million town hall annex at 
no additional cost to taxpayers, even with interest on 
the loan, with an increase in the tax base over the next 
few years, and the ensuing retirement of prior debt. 

This included taking into account the $30,000 the town 
currently pays for rent at the Women's Club as part of the 
cost.

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Stoltenberg suggested the selectmen have ample 
time to consider the option and recommended they 
withhold adding the option to the Annual Town Meeting, 
saying that the lease the town currently holds with the 
Women's Club does not expire until 2019. 

"We're not in any pressure or any kind of a dire 
concern," said Stoltenberg. "We have options.... Whether 
you want to bring it forward this year, or do you want to 
wait, because we have some time." 

Selectman Richard Nunes pointed out that 2019 is 
not far away. 

"We start tomorrow, we'd be finished in 2019," 
Nunes said. "We could put it back on the warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting . . . it'll take two years to build it 
out." He continued, "So if we wait a year or we wait two 
years, then we'll be in the position again of having to re- 
negotiate a lease again." 

Nunes advocated for moving forward with the 
option sooner, rather than later. 

Johnson agreed, saying taking the option under 
advisement was his preference. 

"I think in another year . . . the Town will have a 
better revenue projection," said Johnson. There are a few 
commercial properties coming online this year and next 
year, he added, "And that'll help with our tax base. . . 
and we'll have a better indication of where the federal 
government is going." 

Johnson said the Town could likely re-negotiate a

one-year lease in 2019 if needed. 

A few residents asked questions about specific 
number amounts and costs, to which Stoltenberg offered 
his best explanation, although in this preliminary process, 
no fixed numbers were available. 

Johnson objected to the Finance Committee and 
annex committee being interrogated too harshly at this 
point during a regular public meeting as opposed to a 
public hearing on the matter, but Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Naida Parker allowed the residents to ask 
questions, even though mostly they could not be 
answered as of yet. 

One resident asked about the cost of renting 
versus the cost of building, which of course would be 
somewhat higher, but Nunes offered this in response: 

''Paying rent isn't gonna solve our problems." 
Nunes continued, "That's money just going out the 
window. We can kick this can down the road . . . and 
continue to pay rent and we may have to re-negotiate 
another lease, possibly at a higher rate, but rent isn't the 
answer." 

Selectman Brad Morse motioned to take the 
matter under advisement and to omit it from the Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant, which was seconded and voted 
upon unanimously. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 13 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall.

Selectmen Say 'OK' to VFW Town House 
Exploration 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

It's likely that most of us inside the Marion 
Town House on the night of February 7 will be dead 
before there's any progress on the town house renovation 
project, suggested Marion Board of Selectman Stephen 
Cushing just before acquiescing to allowing an 
exploration of a town house construction project at the 
VFW site. 

The plan now is to wait and see if a citizen 
petition for an article on the Annual Town Meeting 
for $35,000 to fund a preliminary study for a new 
construction at the 465 Mill Road site will pan out and 
lead to a less expensive, more efficient, more attractive 
option than the option put forth that night by the Town 
House Building Committee. 

It looked like at least two of the three selectmen 
might have approved moving forward that night with 
Option 3A to renovate the town house while reducing 
its current square-footage in half, until debate over 
the warrant article and debate from Selectman Steve 
Gonsalves and residents led to a 'why not' vote of sorts. 

"We can't say you can save a lot of money by 
building a new building," said town house committee 
Chairman Bob Raymond. He did emphasize the historic 
value of the town house and its status as a fixture in the

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village center, as opposed to the ''isolation" of relocating it 
to Route 6. 

The 3A option at $7.9 million was the most 
economical, most efficient option on the table. 

Finance Committee Chairman Alan Minard, a 
staunch supporter of exploring the VFW site for a new 
construction, sat in the audience and scoffed at various 
points throughout Raymond's presentation and at one 
point asked out loud, "What are they smoking?" 

Results of an informal survey mailed to residents 
with the census returned 931 responses, with about 55% 
in favor of a town house renovation and 40% in favor of a 
VFW new construction. 

Gonsalves thanked the town house committee

members for their work, but then said, "1 still haven't 
seen really a design or a plan for the VFW property. I'm 
visual. I gotta see things to understand them. Words and 
numbers, they're great and all, but..." 

Gonsalves said he never sent his own survey back 
because he didn't have enough information to make a 
decision. 

Cushing addressed what he called the notion of a 
cheaper option, saying, "I don't think it's out there." 

Gonsalves called himself a "pennies guy," and 
later also a "many voices kind of guy," looking towards 
an economical option, and also one that can accommodate 
the curiosity of those interested in exploring the VFW site. 

"I think people are not giving the residents

enough credit," said Chairman Jody Dickerson. 
"Personally, I think we should go forward with this and 
let the voters take care of it . . . let them decide. I think it's 
time to move forward. We have to market this and go 
from there." 

Planning Board Chairman Bob Lane told 
selectmen he thought a vote to move forward with Option 
3A would result in a bitterly divided town. 

Some residents spoke out against moving 
forward without exploring a VFW site option as well, 
and Raymond explained as best as he could that the 
committee early on had already presented a 'new build' 
option, and only the building property would be changing 
- costs would remain relatively the same. 

Discussion heated up between Gonsalves and 
Dickerson after Gonsalves said he thought the town had 
let the Town House crumble for long enough without 
taking action, to which Dickerson took offense. Gonsalves 
asked, since we've waited this long, what's the big deal in 
waiting a little more for a VFW site option? 

Dickerson said that was why the town formed a 
facilities department, and all the while the school had an 
addition added, among other large-scale projects. 

"You're entitled to your own opinion, but 
you're not entitled to your own facts," said Dickerson to 
Gonsalves. 

Minard "begged" the selectmen not to go ahead 
with Option 3A, warning them that the issue will fail on

the Town Meeting floor. 

'T'm tiring of the process, I guess," said Cushing. 
"It's wearing me down." He added, "We're at a point that 
we've gotta do something. I'll agree with Steve.... I'm 
willing to give it a second look at a new building." 

"I think it will validate all that we have done," 
said Raymond, adding that he would ultimately welcome 
a new study on a VFW site option. 

The selectmen tabled the matter until after the 
Annual Town Meeting in May to see if voters approve 
the article to appropriate $35,000 towards a VFW site 
exploration. 

Also during the meeting, the board tabled a 
request from a master plan open space subcommittee 


chaired by Margie Baldwin to form a new committee 
consisting of the nine entities in town that manage open 
spaces. 

The goal is to consolidate open space 
management and acquisition efforts into one formal 
group to communicate, share ideas, and also support each 
other with the individual entities' endeavors. 

Baldwin likened the idea to the Community 
Preservation Commission where representatives from 
various boards and committees unite for a common 
purpose, and told selectmen an open space committee 
she termed the Marion Stewards of Open Space would be 
ideally filled with reps from groups such as the Marion 
Open Space Acquisition Committee, the Conservation 
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Outboard Repowers 
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Upscole Clothing, AccessorteSj Gifts & Home Decor

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Commission, Affordable Housing Committee, the 
Pathways Committee, Tree & Parks, recreation, and 
the Sippican Lands Trust, among others, including the 
Trustees of Washburn Park. 

''Everybody's enthusiastic about it," said Baldwin, 
all except for MOSAC Chairman John Rockwell, she 
pointed out. "We've outlined a large task for ourselves, 
but we think it's an important task and a way to move the 
Master Plan forward." 

Rockwell objected to the idea, saying his 
committee had already voiced its opposition to a 
formation of a formal committee that would include non- 
town organizations such as the SET. 

An informal committee to communicate and 
share information sounds good, he said, but a committee 
that requires meeting notices for quorums instead of just 
informal emails and meetings would, to him and other 
MOSAC members, be "just another layer of bureaucracy." 

Baldwin disagreed, arguing that, as it is now, 

"The left hand doesn't know what the right hand is 
doing a lot of the time when it comes to what this town is 
doing." 

The more people - such as her proposed nine- 
member board - the more work that can be done. 

The debate heated up between Baldwin and 
Rockwell until Dickerson interjected. 

"I do have some concerns ... about the Trustees of 
Washburn Park and Sippican Lands Trust since they are 
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technically not [town organizations]/' Dickerson said. 

Gonsalves said he was an "all-under-one- 
umbrella kind of guy" preferring to unite the nine entities 
as Baldwin and her subcommittee requested. 

"I don't think it's a bad idea," Gonsalves said. 

"We just have to figure out how to make it happen, so I'm 
in favor of it." 

But it would be best if everyone were on board, 
Cushing pointed out. And since Rockwell said he hadn't 
yet had the opportunity to speak with his MOSAC 
members before being asked to vote to join this new 
committee, Rockwell couldn't support it. 

"I don't want the vote of MOSAC to kill the 
whole thing," said Baldwin. 

Dickerson said the matter should be tabled 
until Rockwell could approach his board, and the other 
selectmen agreed to table it until March 7. 

That night the board also watched a presentation 
given by Danny Warren of Warren Environmental about 
a new and effective pipe lining the Town had expressed 
interest in learning more about for the municipal sewer 
system. 

VFW and sewer staff members said the 
technology was impressive, and Warren offered to return 
for a demonstration and would provide his service to a 
couple of manholes in town to show the effectiveness of 
his product. 

In other matters, Cushing announced he would 
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not be seeking re-election this year at the end of his third 
term. It was a difficult decision to make, he said. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 21 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Aging Fire House Problematic 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee

For some of us, the 1980s seem like just yesterday 
- a time when computers were beginning to enter 
everyday business activities and mobile phones were the 
size of a regular wall-mounted phone. But when it comes 
to public safety having effective equipment, getting with 
the times is critical. Just ask Chief Andrew Murray of the 
Mattapoisett Fire Department. 

"'We are going to be stuck in the Eighties until we 
get a new firehouse," Chief Murray told the Mattapoisett 
Finance Committee on February 1. 

In a narrative he prepared in support of the 
department's FY18 budget and capital plan, he wrote, "... 
We cannot replace any vehicles until a new fire station is 
constructed. Our current fire station is lacking just about 
every necessity that a fire service requires today." 

Murray explained that the aging structure does 
not have ventilation for removing vehicle exhaust, space 
to store equipment, or even adequate restroom facilities. 

Murray pointed to an even more critical problem: 
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safety equipment stored all over town. 

''The hazmat trailer is at the Highway 
Department . . . [and] boats at local boat yards," Murray 
said. Supplies are stored in a trailer at the fire station site, 
and the forestry truck is under a tent. 

While all this is being managed, Murray said, 
given the lack of space in the building, hiring much 
needed professional staff and housing modern fire 
suppression vehicles would be impossible. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne discussed 
how the town could approach building a new, possibly 
shared, structure near the police station on property 
recently acquired. Gagne said that one option being 
explored was the construction of a building that would 
function as a fire station and town hall. 

"There is cost effectiveness in shared spaces. 
Meeting space, lunchroom, one elevator - that's the 
exercise I want to pursue," Gagne said. He added, "I want 
to work with an architect now and see how that can be 
tweaked before going any further." 

On the bright side, Murray shared that a second 
firefighter had been hired to cover a variety of functions, 
including timely response to emergency calls. New 
hoses, refurbished fire trucks, and extrication tools all 
contributed to a better result during emergency responses, 
he said. 

Murray said that the department is responding 
to approximately 600 calls per year versus the 100 



calls handled in the 80s, returning to the theme of the 
antiquated status of the fire station. 

Gagne said that the current estimate for a new 
firehouse structure is around $3.5 million. He said that, as 
the school debt is retired, a new bond could be taken out 
to cover building costs. 

"We've got our challenges," Gagne said. "We'll 
have to put our heads together. . . . This isn't going to be 
better," he warned. 

With various line item increases due to pending 
contractual employment agreements, uniforms, 
professional dues, and sick leave/ vacation buybacks, 
Murray estimates the department's FY18 budget at 
$495,144. 

Also during the meeting. Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham, armed with a realm of documents, 
presented his five-year equipment plan drily saying, "I 
don't expect to get these things, but the next guy that has 
this job might be glad I put them on the list." 

The committee members good-naturedly gasped 
at a world where Denham would not be their go-to 
person. 

On that theme, he offered a report on the work his 
department does in support of other town departments. 
The report demonstrated that every department uses the 
highway department services. 

"Everyone that needs something calls us," 
Denham said. 

Of the equipment list he presented, Denham said 
they "badly needed" to replace the 1948 road grader at a 
cost of $159,000. He said the vehicle is used to crown and 
grade roadways for correct surfacing. 

With new state and federal guidelines regarding 
the quality of water discharged from stormwater 
management systems, Denham listed an Elgin debris 
vacuum catch basin cleaner combination street sweeper. 

He said, "It's the right thing to do as stewards of 
the land." 

Gagne noted that the MR5 regulation from the 
EPA protects coastal waters. 

Denham said that the 1995 Ford F450 truck 
could no longer be used for plowing purposes and 
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was currently in the shop having the emergency brake 
repaired. He listed an estimated replacement cost of 
$65,000. 

Denham's analysis of the conditions of the public 
roads in town reported that two-thirds were in good 
condition, with the balance falling almost equally between 
fair and poor. 

FY18 highway department budget estimates 
showed $22,000 for street signs and road painting; snow 
and ice removal at $92,000; and all other departmental 
budget estimates at $653,482.

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BBC Proposes Route 6 Field Operations Barn 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board met on February 6 
to discuss, among other items, the site plan review of a 
proposal by the Buzzards Bay Coalition for a new field 
operations barn to be located on the corner of Route 6 and 
Spring Street. 

Mark Rasmussen, BBC's president, presented 
an overview of the project. Rasmussen described the site 
as the ideal location for the BBC's service area, which 
stretches west to Sakonnet Point and east to Woods Hole. 

Currently, the BBC has its headquarters in New 
Bedford and a summer office located in Woods Hole. The 
approximately 16,236 square-foot barn would support 
the BBC's four key water quality and land conservation 
activities. 

The barn would house the 29-foot R/F Buzzards 
Baykeeper, equipment for the extensive volunteer water 
quality monitoring program, land stewardship equipment 
including mowers, trucks and trailers, and public 
engagement equipment such as kayaks, fishing poles, and 
420 sailboats. 

The barn would also be shared with the Sippican 
Lands Trust stewardship program. 

There is a proposal for an additional 5,000 square- 
foot building to be built in the eastern portion of the lot at 
a future date. 

Susan E. Nilson of CLE Engineering presented the 
site plan to the Planning Board. The discussion centered 
on the site's high water table. Due to the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection's stormwater 
regulations, the applicant is required to treat stormwater 
from impervious surfaces and attenuate stormwater from 
flooding events. 

There is an existing stormwater drainage system 
on Spring Street, which would receive stormwater, and 
a wet swale was designed for stormwater requiring 
treatment. 

The BBC is requesting that the site be considered 
a redevelopment, as opposed to a new development, by 
DEP standards so that it may design the site in such a way 
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that it would not require elevation changes to meet the 
DEP groundwater separation regulations. 

Nilson stated that the wet swale and the use of 
grass pavers in the parking area provide groundwater 
recharge, although it would not be recharge that could be 
used in DEP calculations. Nilson stated that there would 
be no more stormwater leaving the site than is currently. 

Kenneth Motta of Field Engineering reviewed 
the project for the board. Motta stated that the applicant 
was addressing stormwater issues on the site, and that the 
issues of greatest concern were the high groundwater and 
the impact of the site development on existing drainage 
conditions. Motta will continue to work with the applicant 
to address these issues. 

Planning Board members expressed concerns 
about how stormwater flow would affect abutting 
properties. There was a question about the condition of 
the existing pipe that carried water in the Spring Street 
drainage system. The applicant and Motta stated that the 
pipe would be investigated. 

Planning Board Chairman Robert Lane expressed 
concern about the drainage relating to the future storage 
building in the eastern portion of the property. Nilson 
responded that the stormwater system is designed to 
include the impact of that building as well. 

Lane expressed what he described as an irony that 
the BBC would be seeking what he called a waiver from 
DEP water quality standards, when the mission of the 
BBC is water quality. 

Nilson assured the board that the request to be 
considered a redevelopment had to do with stormwater 
volume and groundwater recharge, and water quality 
would not be diminished. 

Lane also expressed concern about the site's 
proximity to what he described as a challenging 
intersection, and the egress and ingress of boats and boat 
trailers. Rasmussen stated that the site is designed for 
turning trailers around within the property, and there 
would be no need for backing into Route 6 or Spring 
Street. 

There were a number of abutters attending the 
meeting, including Jean Maher whose property abuts the 
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eastern portion of the site. She expressed her support of 
the BBC and its mission, but was concerned about the 
trees on the back portion of the lot. 

Rasmussen and Nilson stated the intention was 
to cut as few trees as possible for the building of the barn. 
Additionally, the building would be accessed by the 
western end from the existing grass-paver area. 

There was a brief discussion of site lighting and 
signage, which will be revisited at a subsequent meeting. 
The Board will meet with the applicant again at its March 
6 meeting at 7:10 pm. 

In other business, the board held a public hearing 
to discuss amendments to Section 5.3 of the Zoning 
Bylaws concerning residential developments greater than 
four dwelling units. The board had previously voted on 
the issue at their December 19, 2016 meeting. Chairman 
Lane explained that the amendment would allow the 
board to make comments on density during the site plan 
approval process. 

There was no public comment and the hearing 
was closed. 

Patricia McArdle went before the board to request 
that four lots located on Spring Street be reclassified as 
Zoning District Residence E at the Annual Town Meeting. 
The board had discussed the lots at a pre-submission 
conference in November. 

There was no public comment, and Lane 
recommended the board approve the request provided 
that the amendments to Section 5.3 of the Zoning 
Bylaws are approved by Town Meeting first. The board 
concurred. 

A request for approval of an ANR plan by 
Christian Loranger on behalf of Cranlor LLC was denied 
by the board. The plan created two nonconforming lots, 
which cannot be approved through the ANR process. 

Will Saltonstall reported on a subcommittee 
consisting of himself. Planning Board member Michael 
Popitz, Chairman of the Zoning Board of Appeals Marc 
Leblanc, Zoning Board of Appeals member Betsy Dunn, 
and Building Commissioner Scott Shippey. 

The subcommittee is discussing the issue of 
dwelling conversions from single to multi-dwelling units. 
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The subcommittee will be making a recommendation to 
the Planning Board at a later date. 

Due to the Presidents Day holiday, the next 
meeting of the Marion Planning Board will be Tuesday, 
February 21, at 7:00 pm in the Marion Police Station. 

Modified Plan Requires Public Hearing 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Windswept Village, planned for 81 County 
Road in Mattapoisett by businessman Todd Rodrigues, 
was discussed during the February 6 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board.

without another public hearing of the project, or, if they 
wished, request that Rodrigues meet with them in the 
public hearing format. 

After some discussion on the merits of the 
request, the board voted to set another public meeting 
to fully vet the change that several members felt was not 
specific enough in the documents provided.

Mea Culpa From Decas Project Manager 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Scott Flannula, Decas Cranberry Company, 

Inc. project manager for the tailwater recovery pond 
project located at 109 Neck Road, along with Brian 
Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, came before the Rochester 
Conservation Commission on February 7 to explain how 
and why the project has run afoul of its permit. 

Chairman Michael Conway read the public 
notice citing 'Violation" and then, looking at the two 
representatives, said "Explain to us why you are here." 

Grady outlined in broad strokes that, after an 
on-site visit by Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon, 
irregularities were noted. Somehow the depth of the pond 
was 8 feet lower than the commission had permitted. 

Further, Grady pointed out that earth removal 
operations conducted by a private contractor had hauled 
7% more dirt off the site, also a permit violation. And 
finally, Grady said that the storage of some 35,000 yards 
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of material that was subsequently used to rehabilitate 
bogs at the location had not been included in the original 
Notice of Intent filing. 

Grady said, ''In hindsight, we should have come 
to the soil board and commission . . . that's why we are 
here now." 

Commissioners Daniel Gagne and Laurene 
Gerrior questioned Grady's math as it related to the actual 
amount of soil that had been hauled off site, with Gagne 
asking for an as-built survey. But Grady pushed back, 
saying that it wasn't safe to send his crew to the bottom of 
the hole. 

Gagne countered, "There are other ways to do it." 
Grady had estimated that 200,960 yards, rather than the 
200,409 that were permitted, had been removed. 

Grady offered to present records from the 
trucking contractor, but Gagne and others felt that would 
just be restating what had already been presented. The 
commissioners wanted more. 

Farinon said, "I agree with Dan." She said, "The 
only true way to know how much material was taken is 
to get it surveyed." She also told the commissioners that 
they would have to amend the Order of Conditions to 
take the violation into consideration. 

Farinon said that at the time the project was being 
proposed, members of the Mattapoisett River Valley 
Water Protection Advisory Committee had verbalized 
concerns that surrounding ponds such as Snow's, Black 
and Snipatuit would be adversely affected. 

Conway held his gaze and said, "I don't 
understand how you can manage a project and not know 
where you are. Was no one paying attention?" 

Hannula responded, "It's an unfortunate mistake 
I made." He continued, offering a mea culpa, "I wasn't 
paying as close attention as I should. It rests solely on my 
shoulders." 

He continued, "This isn't a haphazard project," he 
said in defense but admitted, "I did not check throughout 
the project." Hannula pled, "We are close to the end; we'd 
like to finish." 

Hannula asked if they could stop the dewatering 
portion of the project and let the nearly completed pond 
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fill up. He said it was very expensive to run the pumps 
and with further delays due to a cease and desist order 
that was now in place, it looked like a month would go by 
with no work taking place. 

The commissioners were not moved to agree. 

Gagne said he wanted full-time on-site 
engineering professionals overseeing the balance of the 
project to "'tell us the truth." 

Farinon cautioned the commissioners that 
the applicants would be meeting with the soil board 
regarding the matter; thus, she didn't want the 
commission to do anything that might run counter to 
their decision. 

Commissioner Kevin Cassidy said, "Just continue 
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pumping for now." 

Hannula left with a new to-do list that included 
preparing an as-built plan in the next ten days with 
surveyed results for the pond in its current state and 
accurate figures on the amount of material that has been 
removed. The public meeting was continued until March 
7. 

Also running into violation territory with the 
issuance of an enforcement order were Lorraine and 
William Hawkes, 591 Neck Road. 

Farinon reported that an abutter had observed 
landscaping activities on the Hawkes' property along 
the bordering vegetated wetlands of Snipatuit Pond. 

She said that she conducted a site visit and instructed 
the landscape contractor to contact the Hawkes who are 
presently in Florida. Farinon spoke to the Hawkes and 
advised them of the violation. 

The commissioners voted to proceed with the 
violation enforcement order that will include analysis by 
a wetland scientist, delineation of wetlands, replanting in 
disturbed areas and a plan for rehabilitation. The Hawkes 
were given until April 28 to produce the plan and begin 
work to restore the area. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conversation 
Commission is scheduled for February 21 at 7:00 pm in 
the town hall meeting room. 

Flu Concerns at ORR

The flu season is once again upon the Tri-Town.

Yes, the THBC 
looked at some preliminary designs for a new building on 
the baseball field behind the existing Town building, but it 
dismissed that option early on. Building new at the VFW 
site also was not an option at that time. 

In its presentation at the recent public forum, 
for comparing building new with the cost estimates for 
renovating the Town house, THBC took the preliminary 
design and cost work which was done for that new 
building at the ball field and relocated it to the VFW site. 
That proposed two story building is 13,000 GSF, including 
1,000 square feet of meeting space, with a projected total 
cost of $9,140,613 or $703 per square foot. 

To meet the needs of Marion, a new building does 
not need to be nearly as large as 13,000 square feet and 
should cost much less than $700 per square foot. Here is 
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house owned by her grandparents, Michael and Alice Reddy. 
She lived on Ellen Street for most of her life before moving 
to Marion to be with family. She enjoyed the beaches and ice 
skating at Victory Park in the South End during her youth. 

Her parents encouraged her love of music. She played piano 
and trumpet, sang soprano both in choirs and solo, and played 
the bugle in a drum and bugle corp led by her father, which 
traveled throughout New York and New England to perform in 
parades and events. She attended St. Mary’s Grammar School, 
and Sacred Hearts Academy in Eairhaven where she earned 
many academic awards. She was offered a full scholarship 
to Rivier College in New Hampshire but she chose to work 
at Camp Edwards Air Eorce Base on Cape Cod in order to par- 
ticipate in the war effort during the Second World War. After 
the war she worked in downtown New Bedford as a secretary 
and office manager for an insurance company. She married 
Joseph Hathaway in 1954. Together they raised four children. 
She was a parishioner of St. James Church and for many years 
was a member of the choir. 

Maureen passed along her love of music to her children 
and she encouraged them to take their education seriously. 

She was always interested in politics and current events, often 
reading two newspapers a day. Maureen cherished her family 
and faith above all. She will be remembered for her quiet and 
compassionate nature, for her “Irish” sense of humor, and her 
inner strength. 

She was the sister of the late Leonard P. McDonnell. She 
is survived by her sister Jean Silver and her husband Robert 
of Eairhaven; sister- in law Jane Britton of New Bedford; son 
Thomas Hathaway and his wife Deborah of Norwell, MA; 
daughter Carol Mamroe and her husband Tim of Hartland, 

VT; daughter Maureen Hathaway and her husband Richard 
Gonsalves; daughter Patti Hathaway and her husband Con- 
stantine Scionti. She was the proud grandmother of Elizabeth, 
Rebecca and Patrick Hathaway, and Christopher, Timothy, and 
Lauren Gonsalves. 

The family is grateful for the loving and attentive care 
Maureen received from Kim Medeiros of Tender Hearts, the 
staff of Sippican Healthcare, and the staff of Eidelis Hospice. 

Her funeral was held on Monday beginning in the funeral 
home with a Mass of Christian Burial at Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe Parish at St. James Church. Burial followed in St. Mary’s 
Cemetery. Visitation was held Sunday afternoon. 


Tucker Adam Francis (19) died on 
January 31st in a snorkeling accident in 
the Virgin Islands. He lost conscious- 
ness while free diving, a condition called 
“shallow- water blackout.” He was spend- 
ing the winter of his gap year working as 
the chef on Tabor Academy’s schooner, the 
Tabor Boy, during the Caribbean Stud- 
ies program. In the fall he was headed to 



Santa Clara University to study engineering. 

Tucker was a joyous, kind young man with twinkling 
blue eyes and an infectious smile. He was happiest when 
doing anything with family and friends, and loved to ride his 
Ninja motorcycle, build a drone, whack a golf ball at Kit- 
tansett, fix anything mechanical, create a cool new gizmo out 
of carbon fiber, gobble a huge plate of sushi at Turks, kite 
board, scuba dive, ski, play lacrosse, or work out to the thump 
of loud rap. On a moment’s notice he could whip up a mean 
pan of fried rice or stir-fried pasta, perfectly grill a platter of 
fiat-iron steak, or bake a batch of chocolate-chip cookies for 
a gang of his friends. Local residents may have enjoyed his 
cooking last summer at “Tucker and Zack’s Snack Shack” at 
the Piney Point Beach Club or last fall at “Kate’s Eats.” 

The first 12 years of his life were spent in Locust, New 
Jersey, where he attended the Rumson Country Day School. 
Tucker and his family moved to Marion in 2009, then set off 
on a 13-month sailing adventure to Nova Scotia, the Carib- 
bean, and Central America. Upon returning, he was welcomed 
into 7th and 8th grades by Eriends Academy in North Dart- 
mouth MA. Tucker then attended high school at Tabor Acad- 
emy as a day student, where his personality and confidence 
blossomed - academically, athletically, and musically. The 
new “Maker Space” at Tabor was one of his favorite places, 
where he learned to weld, use a 3D printer, design electrical 
circuits, build electronics, and teach younger students his new- 
found passions. During two summers he was employed as the 
cook on the Tabor Boy for orientation cruises around Buz- 
zards Bay, where his love deepened for the vessel, its crew, 
and Marion’s home waters. This past November he crewed 
on the schooner as it sailed from Marion to Bermuda and on 
to the Virgin Islands, delighted to be part of the team that 
included some of his best friends and most respected mentors. 

Tucker’s parents, Peter and Jennifer, are Marion natives, 
and his sister. Holly, attends college at Stanford University. 
Grandpa Earl Briggs and his wife Mimi also live in Marion, 
as does his Uncle David, with cousin Christopher nearby in 
Wareham. Close family members also include the Briggses 
in Sherbom and Boston MA; the Dades in Norwich VT, 

San Erancisco CA, and Boston MA; the Zinns in Steamboat 
Springs CO, Vail CO, and Bozeman MT; the Dowlings in 
Timmons ville SC; the Kunze/Dades in Seattle WA; Nancy 
Erancis in Aiken SC; the Hamills in Richmond VA and New 
York City; the Roberts in London, England; and the many 
members of the Erancis and Huber families near and far. 

No words or gestures will ever fill the hole created by 
the loss of this amazing young man, but the entire Erancis 
family is immensely appreciative of the love and support from 
the many friends and families who were touched by Tucker 
around the world. A celebration of Tucker’s life will be held 
in the spring.

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why: 

- Building new presents the opportunity to totally 
rethink the use of space and to reduce and refine the 
amount of office space and common space. A flexible and 
open design also will provide flexibility to respond to 
future change. 

- Plans for the new building can take into 
consideration existing Town facilities. For example, it 
does not need an 850-square foot meeting room. (Such 
a meeting room already was eliminated in the THBC's 
option 3 A for renovating the Town House.) We have the 
Music Hall for large meetings. 

- With a new building, the Town can eliminate 
most onsite paper record storage through the smart use 
of technology and electronic access to documents. Paper 
documents can go into cold storage at, for example, 
Atlantis Drive (which is essentially next door to the VFW 
site). 

- Sale of the existing Town House to a developer 
(with a historic deed restriction) is likely to save the town 
the cost of remediating the mold and asbestos in the Town 
House and the cost of having to temporarily relocate 
town offices during the renovation. This way, the historic 
building can be restored in its present location well into 
the future. 

- Converting the Town House to condos (or 
apartments or senior living) will generate badly needed 
incremental tax revenues reducing the effective cost of the 
new building by an estimated $1 million per the analysis 
of the Chair of the Town's finance committee. And, the 
condos meet a real need for more housing options for

Professor Walter Mierzejewski, 91 , of 

Dartmouuth, formerly of Mattapoisett, died 
January 29, 2017 at St Luke’s Hospital 
after a brief illness. 

Born in New Bedford, he was the 
son of the late Andrew Mierzejewski and 
the late Kathyrn (Bryda) Mierzejewski.

He is a former mem- 
ber of the Anance committee in Dartmouth and served as a 
town meeting member. He was elected to the Republican 
Town Committee of Dartmouth, and later, to the Republican 
Town Committee of Mattapoisett. He was a delegate to the 
Republican State Conventions of 1974, 1986, 2006, and 2010. 
With press credentials he attended the Republican National 
Conventions in 1976 and 1980, and the Democratic National 
Conventions of 1980 and 1988. He also served as member of 
the Faculty Senate at Southeastern Massachusetts University, 
was elected to the board of UMASS Retirees Association, and 
was a member of the board of directors of the Society for Hu- 
man Advance through Rehabilitation Engineering (SHARE). 

Walt was also a member of the Polish- American War Vet- 
erans and Friends of Poland. 

Walt loved to travel, taking trips throughout the United 
States as well as Canada, Mexico, and parts of Europe. Later 
in life, one of his great joys was to spend the winter in Pom- 
pano Beach, Florida, in stark contrast to the winter he spent 
as a POW, and as a reminder of the wonderful journey his life 
had become. 

Walt is survived by his only son, John Mierzejewski, and 
several nieces and nephews.

The Old Rochester Regional (ORR) School 
Committee supports the Tri-Town Unified Recreational 
Facilities, Inc. (T.U.R.F.) nonprofit group's efforts to 
rehabilitate the high school's outdoor athletic facilities 
for the benefit of the entire community. At its October 
2016 meeting, the School Committee toured the athletic 
facilities, saw first-hand the ravages of continual use on 
grass fields, and learned about the limitations the field / 
track / court conditions place on hard- working student- 
athletes. During the tour, the Committee also discussed 
how maintenance of the fields has been excellent, but that 
it has been over 15 years since the facilities have had any 
reconstruction or renovation. 

"I was surprised to learn," said Heather Burke, 
Marion representative to the School Committee, "that the 
gym classes are out here utilizing the fields all day. So, in 
addition to teams practicing on the fields from two in the 
afternoon to seven at night, kids are on them from eight 
in the morning until the sports teams start up. How is the 
grass ever supposed to recover?" Later during this tour, 
ORR staff noted that on the weekends the fields are used 
by Tri-Town youth and adult sports leagues. 

At their January meeting, the ORR School 
Committee touched on how an overhaul of the outdoor 
athletic facilities could not be accommodated in the

The Town House Building Committee 
has put in a lot of work, imagination, and expertise 
in finding a way to make the Town House safe (after 
demolishing the 1890 addition) and to shoehorn the 
existing offices and facilities into the remaining space 
at the lowest cost possible. However, they have not put 
anywhere near the same effort into elaborating a ''new 
construction" alternative. This is understandable; the 
funding that paid for the professional design and costing 
experts they have been using was specifically restricted 
to support the "historical preservation" option. There 
are no funds authorized for design and planning of the 
alternative "new build" (on former VFW land) option. 

The THBC documents distributed last week after 
the public workshop do not fully recognize the economies 
that accompany the "new building" option, including 
those listed in Mr. Waterman's letter. Besides costing less 
to build and finance, that option eliminates the substantial 
cost of a "transition" period when the town offices would 
have to be housed in rented spaces, with communications 
rerouted and rewired. Furthermore, as needs in the future 
change, there is almost no ability to revise or expand the 
Town House - it will already be tightly packed - except at 
great expense. A new building, on the other hand, could 
be designed from the start for flexibility, to maximize the 
efficiencies of modern technology, and to meet future 
needs. 

The Board of Selectmen must assure that they

La La Land. Starring Ryan Gosling and Emma 
Stone. Directed by Damien Chazelle. Running 
time: 127 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Is the Hollywood musical worth saving? 
There may be a compelling argument to be made 
for it, but La La Land, I'm afraid, isn't it. The movie 
is popular and is supposedly on track to win a tub 
of Oscars, including Best Picture. It's full of music 
and color, but it's a thin and glittery shell with a 
lot of hollowness at its center. It's about two young 
wanna-be entertainers, actress Mia Dolan (Emma 
Stone) and jazz pianist Sebastian Wilder (Ryan 
Gosling), trying to make it in Los Angeles. They fall 
in love, but conflicts about artistic integrity threaten 
their idyll; during one such squabble, I thought, jeez, 
I don't know that I was in the mood to watch New 
York, New York again. 

That Martin Scorsese musical, a flop when 
first released, still boasts a level of emotional 
ambition that seems well beyond La La Land. The 
story is almost offensively simple and streamlined, 
even though the movie weighs in at a punitive two 
hours and seven minutes. Sebastian, who dreams 
of owning his own jazz club, is set up as the white 
boy who alone can appreciate good music — he 
certainly appreciates it more than the slick Keith 
(John Legend), whose successful, bland-pop band 
Sebastian is obliged to join to make some money. 

Mia shows some acting chops in an interrupted 
audition, but it's a measure of the movie's itchy 
impatience — and that of its young writer-director 
Damien Chazelle (Whiplash) — that when Mia rents 
out theater space and performs her one-woman 
show, we don't see any of it. 

No, Chazelle would rather stage elaborate 
musical numbers, many of which glisten with 
unmistakeable flop sweat. In classic musicals, we 
didn't feel (though we could infer) the hard labor 
that went into the music and the choreography. 



Here, I kept imagining how many brutal takes must 
have been necessary to nail such sequences as the 
meant-to-be-a-wow opener, set on an L.A. freeway. 
The movie keeps stopping dead for numbers 
that seem meant simultaneously to honor and to 
outdo the musicals of yore, with crescendoes and 
fireworks; for a while, we get one climax after 
another, so it's not surprising that the film burns 
itself out fairly quickly, with an hour or so left to go. 
Gosling and Stone try, but they just don't speak the 
language of musicals natively or fluently. We're put 
in the position of assessing their crooning or belting 
as talented amateurs. 

La La Land is being predicted (even by its 
detractors) as the big Oscar winner because, like 
the equally meretricious The Artist of a few years 
ago, it pays loving, moist-eyed tribute to The Magic 
of Movies. It's comparable to old Hollywood in at 
least one significant way: its vision is blindingly 
white, with John Legend brought in to play a 
black music star who just isn't as serious about black 
music as a white man is. This, apparently, is the sort 
of thing that passed muster over the six years of 
writing and revising it took Chazelle to bring La 
La Land to the screen. For all that, for all the time 
and effort the movie took, very little passion comes 
through. Technically it's whiz-bang — sometimes 
it unavoidably comes off as ''Hey look Ma, I'm 
a director!" — but it's an empty truffle, all sweet 
surface but nothing inside. A white-chocolate truffle, 
at that.

My cat likes to chew on house plants and I will often see him 
chewing on leaves of my house plants. I am aware that some may he 
poisonous but I am unsure which plants should be avoided. 

Of the more common house and garden plants, the most 
toxic seem to be in the lily family. Lily of the valley, can affect 
the heart and can be deadly. The Castor Bean plant may also 
cause death if the beans are chewed when ingested. The 
most common in the area is the Easter Lily. When ingested, 
they may cause kidney failure and even death. Use extreme 
caution for all those who receive any of these on Easter 
Sunday. 

Other potentially hazardous plants include aloe vera, 

English Ivy, Periwinkle, Pothos, Primrose, Chrysanthemum, 
Clematis, Hyacinth, Schefflera and Wisteria. The clinical 
signs associated with this group of plants are primarily 
gastrointestinal including, salvation, vomiting and diarrhea. 
Signs of severity of illness will vary with the type of plant 
and the amount ingested. If your pet seems to be prone to 
eating large amounts of homegrown vegetation, avoidance of 
the plants on the list is wise.
